OVERNOR'S ATTORNEY 
TALKS AGAINST TIME.

CONTINUES TO BLOCK HEARING OF 
CRIMINAL LIBEL CASE.

Although Without Standing in Court 
Railroad Attorney Moore is Permitted 
by Courtesy to Make Long Argument 
Against Proceeding With the Matter.

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 1.—({Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.} Having met with de- 
feat in the Superior and Supreme 
Courts of the State in his persistent 
attempts to block the hearing of the 
criminal libel proceedings of the Peo- 
vie vs. John D. Spreckels and W. 8. 
Leake, Gov. Henry T. Gage, through 
his atotrney, today further barred the 
way to the taking of evidence before 
Judge Fritz by an Inglorious exhibi- 
tion of “talking against time.” 

When Police Judge Fritz called the 
libel case for trial yesterday it was 
generally realised that Gov. Gage and 
A. A. Moore, the railroad attorney, 
would be unable to present any legal 
reasons for delaying the hearing of the 
witnesses for the defense. Simply as 
a matter of courtesy and for no other 
reason, the railroad attorney was per- 
mitted to take up the time of the court 
by a long argument against the legal- 
ity of the proceedings, claiming that 
they .were collusive and fraudulent, 
and that they had the right to examine 
the complaining witness as to his 
motives in filing the information. 

The Supreme Court and the Supe- 
rior Court ha decided that Gov. 
Gage has no ‘‘beneficiary interest” in the 
libel suit now on the calendar of Police 
Judge Fritz, and though the Governor’s 
attorney has frequently assailed the in- 
tegrity of L. P. Boardman, who filed 
the information in the criminal libel 
case, and designated him as a 
“stranger,” it was in that very ca- 
pacity of a “stranger” that Gage ap- 
peared today through the representa- 
tions of Moore, the railroad attorney. 

When Judge Fritz called the case for 
criminal libel Moore addressed the 
court, and was allowed to proceed. 
Gage’s representative stated that while 
he was the attorney for the Governor, 
he only appeared as a “friend of the 
court.” 

In his wearying argument Moore took 
the stand that every one appearing in 
the proceedings was actuated by mo- 
tives of antagonism to Gov. Gage. The 
integrity of the court was assailed, the 
District-Attorney and his assistants 
were accused of similar motives, in- 
sulting remarks were made of the de- 
fendants; hints of bribery were thinly 
velled, and charges of collusion and 
fraud were scattered broadcast through 
the railroad attorney's harangue. Not 
a single did Moore put forward 
in his request that the hearing be post- 
poned. He asked that evidence be first 
taken by the court on the charge made 
that the proceedings were collusive 
and fraudulent, and that the court 
therefore had no jurisdiction. With 
colossal effrontery Moore demanded 
that he be allowed two days in which 
to prepare himself for this prelim- 
inary investigation of the charge of 
collusion. 

When Moore had exhausted the vials 
of his vituperation and illogical argu- 
ments he was forced to listen to 
scathing arraignments of his client, 
Gage, and himself by the attorneys for 
the defendants. Col. E. F. Preston 
made a brilliant speech and trium- 
phantly dared Gov. Gage and his at- 
torneys to come into court and help 
the District Attorney to prosecute the 
libel case. The contention of Moore 
that the proceedings were based on 
political reasons was treated with 
well-deserved contempt. 

Moore was made uncomfortable 
when Col. Preston demanded to know 
by what right Gage, who was a 
“stranger” to the proceedings, dared 
to try and further clog the wheels of 
justice. Col, Preston disposed of the 
allegations of Moore that the case wag 
based on collusion, and clearly outlined 
the law, showing that I. P. 
man had a perfect right to file an in- 
formation in criminal proceedings, and 
that Gage could only come into court 
and assist the District Attorney to 
prosecute, for the people. 

Attorney J. G. Campbell followed on 
similar lines to those of hie associate. 
He argued that no one had the right 
to try and block criminal proceedings 
by inquiring into the motives of a 
complaining witness. The attorneys 
for the defendaats claimed that the u- 
bel proceedings were founded on facts. 
A libel was alleged to have been com- 
mitted, and the publication office of 
the accused newspaper was in this 
city and tounty. The law allows a 
citizen to file an information on belief 
and as this had been done, the court 
had proper jurisdiction of the case, 
and could not hold a preliminary col- 
lateral examination of the charge of 
collusion made by Gage and his legal 
representatives, Assistant Attorney 
Whiting took Moore to task for his as 
sertion that he (Whiting) an 
sociates did not intend to «Bree Acs 
the libel case to the full extent. 

Whiting hurled the accusation back 
at Moore, and informed the railroad 
attorney that the District Attorney's 
office proposed to prosecute the case 
and do its duty in all cases and at all 


In order to gain further time. Moore 
the railroad attorney, proceeded to 
read a number of decisions that he 
had already read before Superior 
Judge Sloss, and which were embodied ; 
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in the application for a writ of pro- 


/hibition to the Supreme Court. 


Moore was hoisted with his own 
petard when he agreed to answer a 
question of Attorney Campbell, pro- 
vided he be allowed to ask Attorney 
Preston a question in return. With 
an air of triumph, Moore asked Col.

industry. 

As the laborer is worthy of his hire, 
so is the employer worthy of his 
legitimate profits; for uniess the em- 
ployer is prosperous he cannot con- 
tinue to pay good wages, and his em- 
ployés cannot thrive. The employer 
of labor, in order to secure the legit- 
imate profits which are confessedly 
his Gude, must take many things into 
account which are too often over- 
looked by the superficial observer. 
It is not a matter of investing so much 
money offhand in an industry and 
drawing out so much in profits, 
without further effort. Raw paper 
goes into a printing press at one 
end and comes out a newspaper at the 
other; but that operation does not 
represent the whole of newspaper 
production. Infinite skill, labor and 
thought must be expended at all 
stages in the work of preparing the 
matter for the printed page. So it is 
with any business requiring skill and 
capital, and brain-work as well as 
hand-work.' 

In the successful management of 
any large business enterprise, there 
are many contingencies to be con- 
sidered. Interest, at a fair rate, upon 
the amount of capital invested must 


be provided for. Unless this can be 
assured with reasonable certainty, men 
who have money to invest will prefer - 


to place it in bonds, or some other 
safe form of investment, rather than 
to run the risks incidental to indus- 
trial exploitation. Then the cost ot 
machinery, of buildings, and other 


necessary adjuncts of the producing 


plant must be provided for. Next 
come the actual expenses of produc- 
tion—the cost of the materials to be 


used in the processes of manufacture,

Besides these expenditures must be 
taken into account the cost of new 
machinery, which is often heavy by 
reason of new inventions and im- 


proved appliances, which become nec- 


essary in order to meet competition. 
A lberal allowance must also be 
made for deterioration of plant, due 
to wear and tear, which in many in- 
dustries will average more than 10 
per cent. of the total cost of the 
plant. After all these heavy items of 
expense have been provided for, the 
question of profits must be taken into 
consideration. This is a factor of 
more or less uncertainty, owing to 
fluctuations of supply and demand, 
uncertain markets, variable prices of 
product and of raw materials, severe 
competition, and possible strikes and 
boycotts. This latter possibility, 
which is an ever-present and serious 
factor of industrial production, adda 
‘an inestimable element of uncertainty 
and hazard to all extensive industrial 
operations, and renders it absoluteiy 
necessary, in counting the cost of 
production, to m:ke a most liberal 
estimate for possible losses on this 
ground. 
It will thus be seen that, in order 
to do anything like a safe business, 


under the exieting conditions of un- 
rest and forced artificial antagonism 
between employer and employed. 
These profits, under extremely fa- 
vorable conditions, are not infre- 
quently realized. Often, however, even 
the liberal margins of profits are 
wiped out altogether, through some 
unforeseen contingency, and the men 
who have invested heavily in an en- 
terprise are financially ruined, losing 
not only their capital. but perhaps 
the years of labor which they have 
devoted to the founding of an indus- 
try. When the success is pronounced, 
and large profits are realized under 
favoring conditions, there are never 
wanting those who are ready to cry 
out upon the successful ones with 
charges of “extortion” and “robbery.” 
The failures, which are scattered 
all along the industrial highway, 
“thick as leaves in Vallambrosa,” are 
paseed over lightly as being of no 
account, and the victims of loss and 
failure are accorded little considera- 
tion or pity. Only those who achieve 
conspicuous success are made the tar- 
get for the shafts of malignity, hate, 
and envy. 

' Exceptionally high wages with in- 
termittent employment furnish far 
lees favorable conditions 
who live by labor than steady em- 
ployment at a fair but not exorbitant 
rate of compensation. It is the steady, 
every-day employment, upon Which a 
wage-earner may build plans for the 
future as well as for the present, that 
counts most of all in making the 
prosperity and happiness of those who 
earn their bread by the sweat of their 
faces. Strikes and boycotts and end- 
less labor agitation, more than any 
other influence, militate against 
steady, every-day employment for 
workingmen. The advances in wages 
which are sometimes secured by strikes 
are more than lost in the enormous 
cost of these conflicts; included in 
which cost are the, losses of wages 
through idleness, thé greater expendi- 
tures during periods of idleness, and 
the large salaries paid out to agita- 
tors and organizers, who stir up dis- 
content and precipitate strikes that 
they may make some show of earning 
their salaries. The class of working- 
men who employ these supernumer- 
artes would be far better off, in the 
long run, if they would dispense 
with their services outright. And 
the whole industrial community would 
as certainly be greatly benefited by 
a cessation of their “pernicious ac- 
tivity.” 

Mr. Gompers has come, spoken 
and gone; but he failed sigually to

SAN DIEGO COUNTY. 
SUSPICIOUS DEATH BY POISON. 
(SPECIAL, CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES. } 

SAN DIEGO, Aug. 1.—Edward IL. 
Fulkerson, also known as Kid Hinkle, 
died this morning under circumstances 
which indicate foul play. Hinkie was 
bartender at the Legal Tender saloon 
at the time of the killing of James A. 
Posey and Ed Quinlan, rival saloon- 
‘keepers. Peter Cassidy, also a saloon- 
keeper, was tried on the charge of 
shooting Posey, and was acquitted. 
Kid Hinkie was one of the principal 
witnesses against Cassidy, who owns 
am number of saloons, and is regarded 
as the biggest toad in the booze pud- 
die. It was announced at that time 
that Kid Hinkie had been warned that 
it would be well for him to make him- 
self scarce at the time of the trial, but 
he went and gave his story. 

Since then Hinkie has been running 
the Zepher saloon on Fourth street, and 
has been living with a Mexican woman 
at the Gould House on E street. Last 
night at ‘11:30 o'clock he called for her 
in a hack at the Legal Tender, and 
tcok her home. Then he went out and 
returned at 3:30 a.m. drunk. She 
helped him to bed. He said he was go- 
ing to die, and at once began the oper- 
ation. He vomited an hour or two, 
and became unconscious and finally 
passed away. The body turned black. 
The woman didn't call for help, be- 
cause she thought the man was sleep- 
ing off the effects of a drunk. An au- 
topsy showed that death had been 
caused by narcotic poisoning. A jury 
was impaneled this afternoon, but the 
inquest will not be held until the chem- 
ical analysis of the stomach is com-

THE SUNSET CLUB. 

PLAN AND SCOPE. 
The Sunset Club of Los Angeles, now 
in its eighth year, is an organization 
unique in character and interesting in 


the scope of the work it undertakes 
to do. | 


It was named for and modeled some- 
what on the lines of the Sunset Club 


esteemed absent members. 


| of Chicago, but does not attempt any 


work of a public character, and is nec- 
essarily limited in its membership. 

Early in the spring of 1895, Charies 
Dwight Willard, a member of the Chi- 
cago organization, suggested to a few 
gentlemen the organization of a club 
here on somewhat similar lines. The 
suggestion met With instant response, 
and a Committee on Organization was 
appointed to arrange for a prelimin- 
ary B ape og and to outline a plan of 
work. This committee consisted of W. 
C. Patterson, Chartes F. Lummis, C. 
D. Willard, Burt Estes Howard and 
Fred L. Alles. These gentlemen, after 
consultation with others, prepared a 
list of sixty representative men of Los 
Angeles and invited them to attend a 
preliminary meeting for discussion of 
the purpose in view, and to take part 
ina anent organization if deemed 
desirab 

In the original invitation to attend 
the first meeting the following para- 
graph was inserted to indicate the 
character of the proposed organization 
and the scope of its work: 

“The general organization of this 
club shall be as simple as possible, hav- 
ing only such officers and committees 
as are absolutely necessary. It will 
not undertake any active work or pub- 
lic agitation of any kind. general 
aim and object of the club U to bring 
together once a month thirty or forty 
active, intelligent men of Los Angeles 
who are interested in other things be- 
sides money-getting, and who read 
something more than the daily news- 
paper, to discuss subjects of general 
human interest that may or may not 
have an application to local affairs.” 

Upon this invitation forty gentiemen 
met in the upper room of the Hoffman 
Café, Friday evening. June 28, 1836, 
and there organized the Sunset Club. 
At this meeting a paper was read by 
Charles Dwight Willard on “The Scope 
of the Club,” and papers 
the club purposes were r * 0. 
2. Rev. Burt Estes Howard 
and Dr. Norman Bridge. , 

A Committee on Permanent Organ- 
ization was appointed, consisting of 
Dr. W. LeMoyne Wills and James 
Slauson. This committee reported in 
favor of the following officers for the 
first year: President, Enoch Knight; 
vice-president, Charles Dwight W- 
lard: secretary. Fred L. Alles; treas- 
urer, Louis F. Vetter. 

So many applications for member- 
ship were received at this meeting that 
the original limit of forty was ex- 
tended to sixty, and no more were ad- 
mitted for two years, when the limit 
of active membership was extended to 
seventy, where it remains. 

The club membership fairly repre- 
sents all classes of essional and

most summit of its hills. 

It begins to look now as if Col. G. 
J. Griffith’s beneficence to the city in 
the donation of the magnificent tract 
of wild land, known as Griffith Pérk, 
is about to receive that recognition 
which its donor has thought it should 
have, in being made accessible to the 
„ by means of a scenic electric 


road. 

Looked at from the south, Griffith 
Park appears to be naught but a 
group of barren hills, and owing to its 
wild and rough nature, but few people 
have made any further investigation. 
It is a fact, however, that there are 
numerous beautiful cafions lying north 
of the hills, seep from the city, which 
are densely wooded, some being cov- 
ficent oaks and syca- 
ideal picnic 
ground in the vicinity of the city. 

While the electric road which Col. 
J. W. Eddy, who successfully carried 
out the “Angels’ Flight" enterprise, 
will propose to build, wilt not reach 
these beautiful cafions, it will b- 
ably make available a talked- ap- 
propriation of $5000 for the building 
of a tallyho road into their depths, and 
with the Cahuenga Valley 
road. 

Col. Eddy will petition the City 
Council fer the right to build an elec- 
tric road up Vermont Cafion from a 
point at which the northern extension 
of Vermont avenue would intersect the 
south line of Griffith Park, to the foot 
of the ridge or “backbone.” From that 
point he will ask to be permitted to 
construct an incline railway to the 
top of the peak, the highest point in 
Griffith Park, from which a magnifi- 
cent view can be had of the oce and 
the whole surrounding country, from 
an elevation of over 1700 feet. 

Col. Eddy will also build a power- 
house, observatory, assembly hall and 
a pavilion, in case the Council grants 
him the privilege, making it at once 
an attractive place for ouung parties 
and giving an incomparable view and 
fine air.
